and BelloUX. 
The diplomatic trib­ 
une was overcrowded. 
Premier balan dra made a state­ 
m ent in w'hich he explained the sit­ 
uation of Italy and advised

she maintain an attitude of royal 
but watchful and a r m e d -neutrality. 
He was frequently applauded. 
When Premier Balandra alluded 
to what he term ed the just aspira­ 
tions of Italy, the whole extreme 
le u arose, crying ‘ viva Trent, viva 
Triest.” 
The spectators in 
the tribunes 
joined in the demonstration. 
The premier’s statem ent was in­ 
terrupted frequently with applause. 
It was noticed th a t former Premier 
Giolitti joined with the deputies in 
their expressions of approval. 
As the session w*as about to ad­ 
journ Deputy Commandini said that 
he wished to ask the chamber to 
send greetings to “ heroic and un­ 
fortunate Belgium.” 
The whole cham ber, including the 
president, the m inisters and

people in Hie tribunes, arose and 
shouted; 
‘"Hurrah, Belgium .” 
Premier 
Salandra 
said in his 
statem ent that the European con­ 
flict broke out suddenly without in­ 
volving Italy directly and in spite of 
h er efforts to avert th e war for the 
sake of peace and civilization.

careful study of * lier treaty obliga­ 
tions and the causes of the con­ 
flict convinced the government that 
Italy was not called upon to partic­ 
ipate aud she accordingly declared 
her neutrality.

Exploding Ice Bubbles. 
The Intensely cold nights of Siberia, 
Bays a writer, produce a curious phe­ 
nomenon. 
Occasionally the silence is 
broken by a loud report resembling the 
boom of a cannon. The noise is caused 
by the bursting of an ice bubble on a 
river. 
The stream s coming from the 
hills are Incased in Ice six to nine 
inches thick, and as the water de­ 
scends faster than It escapes through 
the river the result is a heavy hydro­ 
static pressure.

An old weather proverb runs, “A red 
sun has water In lits eye," and the con­ 
dition which gave rise to it is explain­ 
ed by Professor \V. J. Humphreys of 
the United States weather bureau in 
a discussion ut some useful weather 
proverbs. 
The condition that most favors a red 
sun is a great quantity of dust—espe­ 
cially smoke particles—in a damp at­ 
mosphere. 
Smoke alone in suriicient 
quantity will produce this effect, but 
it Is intensified 
by tile presence of 
moisture. 
The blue nod 
other short 
wave 
length colors of sunlight are both scat­ 
tered aud absorbed to a greater extent 
by a given am ount of dust or other 
substance, such as water vapor, than 
Is the red, an d this effect becomes 
more pronounced os the particles con 
lesce. 
Hence when the atmosphere is heav­ 
ily charged w ith dust particles that 
have become moisture ladeu we sue 
tile sun us a fiery ball. 
It has been known that this dust has 
much to do with rainfall, since It was 
proved by the physicist Altken years 
ago that cloud particles, and therefore 
rain, will not under ordinary conditions 
form In u perfectly dust free atmos­ 
phere, hut will readily form about 
dust motes of any kind in an atmo­ 
sphere that Is sufficiently damp. A red 
sun. therefore, commonly Indicates the 
presence of both of tile essential rain 
elements—that Is. dust and moisture.—
